If Washington is in any doubt as to the desperate necessity 
for giving the railroads an earning capacity which will enable 
them to finance improvement*, m*ke' their securities attractive by 
a substantial return for the capital invested, and check the threat- 
ened fl'od of European liquid ttiou, it should read what the'newf. 
Dapers outside of New York are saying. H»re is something from 
Missouri : * 

"The railway officials tell as that the roads are not in* posi- 
tion to handle our traffic. The business of the country is out- 
growing them an 1 rhey cinnot get capital to finance them 

"What that means is very simple Three years ago a St. Louis 
man had $180 to invest. Me put it into two shares of railroad 
stock at 165. This stock was paying 4 percent. This gave him 
•8, which was more than « per cent. Bnt a year ago the stock 
stopped paying any dividends. Be has $180 in bank to day. But 
he will no' put it m?rt nilroad slock. If the $8 a venr we're Rtill 
comiug in" regul iris lt.> won Id bay two atore 'shares of that same 
stock 

"Multiply that by millions an 1 you have the whole ficancffl 
difficulties of the ruilroads. , Why did those di variants stop? Two 
floods, two drouths, rising prices for rail .vay supplies, new wage 
agreements and the Installation of expensive safety equipment 
tell the tale* As a matter of fact, rates were not high enough to 
stand the ordinary risks of the transportation business— storm, 
drouth and business change. 

"The problem of railroad finance is just the problem of the 
man with the $180. 

"We Mtasouriaus ought to listen to the case for the railroads, 
whether anybody else does or nor. This imperial state needs, a 
vast additional mileage in order to develope its resources. In 
Missouri there is one mile of raulrpad to every 15.5 square miles of 
land. Iu Kansas there is one mile to every uine square miles of 
land. In Iowa there is one mile of railroad to every 5.6 square 
miles of land. In Illinois there is one mile for every 4.7 square 
miles of land. 

"Area for aera, Kansas lias five miles of railroad to our three, 
Iowa nearly three to our otio, and Illinois nearly four to our oue, 
The biggest problem in thp development of Missouri is the prob- 
lem of making it pay the Misiouri citizen with the $130 to putr it 
into a Missouri railroad." 

This is from the St. Louis, Mo., "Republic." It happeustobe 
better written thau other comments of the kind. Bat the whole 
couutry is tryiug to say the same thing. Transportation is our 
largest sinel* industry* and it fs ndt merely subject to hampering 
legislation of ev#»ry kind. It is the victim of delay of that nature 
which is the denial of justic. 

This man from Missouri no longer needs to be shown. It is 
not merely Wall Street, that asks reasonable treatment for the 
railroads. The whele country is clamoring for it ; and the politi- 
cian who fails.to realize the public will is signing his own death 
warrant.— Wall Street Journal.

Orders a«KrPK*tinjt over $1,000,000 were closed by Detroit 
lotor truck manufacturers with one of the European nation?, be- 
liered to be Russia.
